AN IMPORTANT BILL.—A bill of lo- 
cal importance, vacating the charter of 
the Detroit & Saline Plank Road Co. 
between Sheldon’s. and Saline, has 
passed both branches of the Legisla. 
ture, and was approved by the Governor 
on the 10th. The bill abolishes all toll 
gates between Saline and a point seven 
miles east of Ypsilanti, and takes im- 
mediate effect.

If the delegates and visitors to the 
annual state convention of the Ar- 
beiter Bund of Michigan, now in ses- 
sion in this city, are not making their 
visit a most enjoyable one then indeed 
are appearances deceptive and all indi- 
cations misleading.

A formal address of welcome 
to the delegates and visitors was de- 
livered by Mayor Cornwell, Tuesday 
afternoon. 

The exercises at Arbeiter Hall Tues- 
day evening consisted of a concert by 
the Great Western Band, assisted by 
Misses Paulina and Marie Kicherer, 
vocalists, and a short address by C. R. 
Whitman. The music by the band was 
much enjoyed, popular airs comprising 
the principal part of the program. The 
vocal duets by the Misses Kicherer, 
given in German, were received with 
the most enthusiastic applause.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 


The Iron Mountain R. R. has the Right 
of Way all Through St. Louis. 


A decision rendered on the Tth imst, by 
the Supreme Court of Missouri in the case 
in which the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & 
Southern Railway Co,, appeared as.respon- 
dent and the city of St. Louis as appel- 
lant, makes the railway company inde- 
penent of local legisiation and gives it the 
right of way through all the streets: of that 
city for its tracks which it wishes. The 
decision of the supreme court was ren- 
dered by Judge Black, who, im reviewing 
the ease, says: 

By the charter of the St. Louis & Iron 
Mountain Railroad Compamy, and the 
special act therein mentioned (laws of 
1851, page 479; laws of 1837, page 271) it 
is provided: The company shall have full 
power to build said road alomg Or across 
any state or county road, or the streets or 


‘wharves of any city, towm, OF village, 
' whether corporate or otherwise. But be- 


fore such rights shall vest in said com- 
pany they shall apply to the county court 
of the proper county for such right, and 
haying filed im the office of the reeorder a 
plat of said road, and the manner in 
which it is to’cross said roads or streets 


'or other public way, aad if the county 


court is satisfied that no great injury will 
public, they may, by an or- 
der of such court, give the right of way to 
said company to use the same for that 
purpese.

Represewtatives from Eighteen Tribss 
Disewss the Land Question.. 

A delegate council representing eigh* 
teen tribes of Indians convened at Eufaia}. 
Indian Teriisory, on the 8th inst. Hom. 
S. H. Burge, president of the Council: 
made the opening address. He spoke at’ 
length on the mecessity and advantages of! 
education and drew many comparisona* 
between the five civilized tribes and their 
Western brethren, calling attention to the 
differences ins their mode of living, their 
dress, ete, andi wgimg the Western tribes 
to educate theirehildren, to teach them to 
farm, to teach, them religion and to set: 


| work im the mine. Thirty tenement houses | ,, , example by; the older ones adop ting’: 


the garb of civilized Indians, by having 
good schools amd ehurches and giving 
them close attention He hoped the 
Western tribes weuld not sell their lands. 
The United States Government had en- 
acted a law to allot their lands in severalty. 
He believed the: aw would be enforced, 
but when itis pu& into effect he wanted 
the Indians to keep the land allotted to 
them, and never:sell it. All the civilized 
tribes and all tre people sympathize 
with the Western: Imdians in their present 
trouble, but they:mast be men and go to 
work to prepare to face it and to educate 
their children sovthat they cam be compe- 
tent to cope with the advaneing whites. 
He was followed by Hon, C. A. Burres, of 
the Chickasaws, an@ George Sanders, of 
Cherokees. Thee esmmittee of ten ap- 
pointed to draft a, memorial to the Prési- 
dent made a report. which was adopted. 
Tn substance it is as follows: 

With many misgiviags they assume that 
the United States: Government intends to 
give the Indians the benefit of civilization 
without depriving them of rights. Hav- 
ing lived under the poliey, they claim to 
be fair judges of:its: utility. They do not 
wish to antagonizo-amy policy of the gov- 
ernment but to contribute to its effects. 
But they make am earnest appeal in be- 
half of civilized avd: wild tribes of the 
territory againsti the act. providing for 
the allotment of lands in severalty to In- 
dians: It will boa, detriment to their in- 
terests, as it will in the near future ingulf 
all of the Indians aad tribes of the terri- 
tory in one catastrophe, to the enrichment 
of the land monopolies. from whom even 
those with the: civilized machinery of 
justice seem pawexrless to secure their 
rights. They deprecate any measure 
which will place the Indians in so unequal 
a contest. The Indian needs a political 
identity, an allegiance. called elsewhere 
patriotism, in onder to make true pro- 
gress in the. affairs of life. The law to 
which objectionis. urged enables the In- 
dian to become a member ef some other 
body politic hy electing amd taking to 
himself a quantity of land which is at 
present the common property of all. The 
land-in-severalty law apportions to each 
individual only a pazt of that which is 
already his preperty, and leaves the bal- 
ance for sale-te others, wha will be com- 
posed of a. class: hawing no sympathy for 
the Indians, who. will rush into the new 
country in their mad race for gain and 
crowd out exery hope and chance of In- 
dian civilization, The Txibes ask that 
the Presideat stay:the operations of the 
law until thay shall be in condition to be 
benefited hy it, They further request that 
the act ba mot enforced until they have 
the opportunity of testing the validity of 
their rights: before the judiciary of the 
United States.

LONG ISLAND’S LEECH PONDS. 


Visit to One of the LargesteThe Im- 
ported Article Best=Demand. 

One of the largest leech ponds in the 
world is situated at Newtown. It was 
formerly operated by a German, who, 
having connections in France, imported 
hundreds of thousands of leeches annu- 
ally. Thefarm in its entirety measures 
thirteen acres. I visited the spot one 
day last week, but found that while a few 
years ago 1,000 leeches a day were soid 
from there less than 100 are now disposed 
of. Various reasons are given for this 
great falling off. Anaged German wom- 
an, wife of the proprietor, with whom I 
talked, stated that the weather of the 
past few winters had been too severe for 
the proper cultivation of leeches. Many 
of the ponds are situated on the left of 
the railroad track going north, between 
Newtown and Winfield. They are thus 
exposed to the wind and the rising of the 
tide of Bowery Bay. Salt water, which 
is destructive to the life of a leech, is 
forced from the bay to the ponds. My 
informant said that had the ponds been 
situated on the right of the rail- 


road track the cultivation of the little 


blood sucker might have been continued, 
and with great success. 

The American leech is absolutely 
worthless for medical purposes. It is 
black and a poor biter. Of the foreign 
leeches those imported from France and 
Hungary are preferred. The body of 
the American leech is less than one- 
third the size of the imported. The lat- 
ter is spindle shaped and flattened so as 
to be elliptical. It is somewhat pointed 
in front except when the mouth is in 
action. Externally the body is covered 
with a thin perforated cuticle. 
icle or coat is shed at intervals. The 
bottom of the leech ponds at Newtown 
is composed of clay with margins of peat. 
In the latter the cocoons or eggs are de- 
posited about the middle of June. Musk 
and water rats are enemies of the leech 
and exterminate many of their young. 
When the ponds at Newtown were fully 
stocked cows were employed to feed the 
leeches. These unwilling brutes were 
driven into the water at stated intervals, 
much to their annoyance. At times it 
became necessary to tie the cows for fear 
that they would escape. Leeches are 
also fed by having linen bags full of 


fresh blood suspended in the water.. 


Adult leeches, unless they are specially 
meant for breeding purposes, are fed 
every six months. 

Dr. J. G. Johnson informed me recent- 
ly that leeches were now seldom used 
for medical purposes, Less than quarter 
of a century ago, he said, millions on 
millions of them were used in this coun- 
try and abroad, but ,like cupping, the 
practice had fallen into disuse. In Dr. 
Johnson’s opinion a leech should be used 
but once. When used on two or more 
persons it is apt to carry contagious dis- 
ease, in case either of them were so af- 
fected. The leech is only of service in 
local blood letting. Leeches which have 
been generously fed are of but little use. 
They may be made to bite, however, by 
smearing the skin with cream or blood, 


or by immersing them for a minute in’ 


porter or tepid water. Each fills in about 
tifteen minutes and draws about half an 
ounce of blood. It isa well known fact 
that the consumption of leeches has fall- 
en immensely the last thirty years, 30,- 
000,000 of them being used in 1846 in 
France alone. In 1863 7,000,000 were 
used in London, and about the same 
quantity in Paris. Leeches can be pre- 
served in pure water for years. In 
transporting them from the French do- 
mestic marsh, a vessel with small perfora- 
tions and filled with moist, turfy earth 
or peat, made into a stiff mud, is used.

These enormous beasts are wonderfully 
tenacious of life, and it does not often 
happen that hunters kill them easily.

Ihave even known them to travel 
fifteen or eighteen miles with all those 
wounds, many of the shots having taken 
effect in parts of the body where bullets 
are supposed to be fatal, before giving 
out. I have made running fights of that 
distance several times with elephants. It 
is generally much easier to kill these ani- 
mals in a thick jungle than in the open 
ground, because hunters on foot have 
better opportunities to dodge the charges 
and to shoot them.—American Field.

But she was always” a charm- 
ing traveling companion, interested in 
all she saw, easily amused, never 
fussy and taking everything in a hu- 
morous way.

Amanat Mulberry, South Carolina, 
recently wounded 1nd captured a bird 
of an unknown species.

Mrs. Frances Hodgson Burnett, the 
author, must know from personal ex- 
perience how it feels to be caricatured 
in the newspapers, for she says sadly:

Both have passed to their final account, 
the older first; but the younger lived 
long enough to plan and prov ide for the 
erection of the splendid monument to 
commemorate the friendship. and. the 
valor of his benefactor which was re- 
centiy unveiled in Toledo. 

A farmer near Boston recently found 
three $500 United States bonds in a 
hole in astone wall on his farm. He 
presented them toa bank in Boston, 
ana, as there was some question as to 
their genuineness. they were sent to 
the Treasury Department. 
examined by experts and pronounced 
genuine. 
ed that the bonds will be redeemed and 
a check for their combined face value, 
with interest, will be sent to him on 
the production of satisfactory proof of 
ownership. 


Proposals have been made to the 
Governments of Denmark and Sweden 
for constructing a submarine tunnel 
for a railway under the sound between 
Copenhagen and Malmo. The tunnel, 
as planned, would have a total leneth 
of between seven and eight miles. The 
ground to be worked is represented as 
closely resembling that in the channel 
between England and France, and is 
said to offer no difficulty to the execu- 
tion of the work. The total cost of 
construction, it is estimated, will not 
exceed $6,000,000. 

A master of Legerdemain visited an 
indian camp near Lewiston, Idaho, a 
few days ago, and seeing a small dog 
he asked how much they would sell it 
for. The Indians said they didn’t 
want to sell.

A few weeks after our triumphant 
entrance into Culpeper Court-house a 
portion of the cavalry—dth N. Y. and 
Ist Vt.—were detailed to accompany 
about 500 infantry, under the command 
of Gen. Crawford, on a forced recon- 
-noissance. We left camp near Culpep- 
er early in the morning of Aug. 2, 1862. 

| We crossed the Rapidan River at Sum- 
merville Ford. Here we took a by road 


through woods and across fields, mak- 


ing for Orange Court-house, hoping to 


escape observation by the enemy We 
had not proceeded far before we found 
the enemy’s pickets! They did not 
stop our advance, but kept the pickets 
moving until near the town. 
Here we struck quite a force. After 
a short skirmish, in which several men 
were killed and wounded, the 5th N. Y. 
Cay. was ordered across a field to take 
the enemy in flank. The 1st. Vt. Cay. 
was to continue pressing the enemy in 
The infantry served as support. 
When the 5th N. Y. gained the flank it 


made 2 gallant charge. as did also the. 


1st Vt. - Both regiments entered the 
town about che same time. Here we 
had. one of the first saber fights of the 
war— a hand-to-hand conflict. 

The enemy. soon retreated, the 5th N. 
Y. following on one road, and the Ist 
Vt. on another. We followed the ene-

with reinforcements from Gordonsville. 
We then slowly retired through the 
town, tearing .up the railroad. The 
object of the “expedition accomplished, 
the infantry began its backward march 
to Culpeper, the cavalry covering the 
rear.

It may seem curious to many that the 
two greatest statesmen of the first half 
of the nineteenth century should. have 
been induced to settle personal difficul- 
ties by exchanging cartels to fight a 
duel. On the Virginia banks of the 
Potomac, across from Washington, 
Henry Clay, Secretary of State, and 
John Randolph, Senator from Virginia, 
met in 1826, on account of political dis- 


agreement. The two names are in 


separable on the pages: of American 
history. ‘They were stanch personal 
friends, though bitter political enemies. 
On the eve of the encounter, when told 
of the unconsciousness-of the meeting 
of the chid and wife of his opponent. 
the Virginian replied, with a smile, «I 
will do nothing on the morrow to dis- 
turb the repose or sleep of child or 
mother.”’ 

While arranging the preliminary de 
tails at the scene of the encounter, and 
before Mr. Clay took his position, the 
pistol of Randolph 4 was accidently, dis- 
charged. This wasvery humiliating to 
his senes of honor, as he well knew 
‘thet it would give rise to unpleasant 
reports by his enemies, and his reputa- 
tidn as a gentleman would be assailed, 
but Clay magnanimously cameforward 
and said that it was an _ accident. 
When the details were finally arranged. 
the two principals took their positions. 
There was a stump just behind Clay, 
and a gravel walk behind Randolph. 
The seconds and attendants retired, 
and the word given, the reports of pis- 
tols sounded simultaneously, and Clay 
advanced quickly toward Randolph, ex- 
claiming: <I trust in God, my dear 
sir, you are untouched; I would not 
have harmed you for 
worlds!’? Randolph had fired in the 
air, but Clay’s builet went through Ran- 
“You owe me a coat, 
Mr. Clay,’’ jocosely remarked Randolph 
when he saw the rent made by the bul- 
let. “Iam glad the debt is no. great- 
er,” replied Clay. Then they shook 
hands and returned to the city the very 
best of friends.— Washington Capital.

Electric Light on Captive Balloons, 

The trials recently made in England of 
electrical signalizing from captive bal- 
loons snow that an important service 
may be rendered by this means, both in 
peace and war. Of course, it does not re- 
quire the use of the electric light to signal 
from captive balloons, for such service 
has been had in recent wars by the aid of 
flags by day and colored lights by night. 
But balloons for this service must be 
large and cumbersome for carriage in an 
army train, and have sufficient buoyancy 


to sustain the weight of a man in mid-air 


with safety, whereas by the use of elec- 
tricity the same service can be performed 
by a small inexpensive balloon, and one 
that can be readily transported. The in- 
candescent electric light is peculiarly 
adapted for this work. It can svon be 
made as powerful asthe arc light, and 
be fed by a wire, say of silicious’ bronze, 
so fine as to be lost from sight in the line 
holding the balloon, even though the line 
be an ordinary cod-line; and the wire isso 
light that a single man can carry several 
miles of it. é 

It requires, as we know, only two char- 
-acters or visible movements to send the 
longest message. In telegraphy the dot 
and the dash or the short and long sound 
and their combinations are used. In the 
army wig-wag system,a flag moved to 
right and left during the day, and a white 


light moved over a stationary red one at | 


night, are readily made to answer the 
same purpose. From this it will be seen 
that a flash light, that is to say, one which 
can be made to glow or disappear at 
pleasure, may be made to furnish the re- 
quired number of movements. Thus the 
electric light, which may be controlled as 
rapidly as a telegraphic sounder makes 
and breaks the circuit, can be used as the 
medium of transmitting information.— 
Scientific American.

are about their clothes. Some years ago 
congress established a rule that the diplo- 
matic representatives of the United States 
should wear no uniform whatever not pre- 
scribed by law. Up to that time our min- 
isters abroad had worn a suitable enough 
sort of dress which made them look some- 
what like other people at court; not con- 
spicuous by plainness nor ostentatious 
from ornament. There was no authority 
for the custom, but none against it, until 
some rampant Republican declared it un- 
worthy of a state without a king to deck 
its ministers in foreign frippery, and the 
law prohibiting diplomatic uniforms was 
passed. 

The envoy at the court of St. James’s 
was informed of the rule, and he in his 
turn notified the English secretary for 
foreign affairs. An elaborate correspond- 
ence thereupon ensued, which was sub- 
mitted to the queen herself, and a com- 
promise was finally agreed upon to the 
effect that at levees the United States 
minister and the members of his legation 
would be received in ordinary evening 
dress, but at drawing-rooms and at court 
balls and concerts they were to wear knee 
breeches and swords. This was approved 
by the secretary of state for the time be- 
ing, and has since been the rule, but it is 
in positive violation of the law. The min- | 
isters, however, dislike very much to go 
without a uniform, They are conspicu- 
ous in their plain clothes, and are, in fact, 
the only people but the court newsman 
without a court dress, and they conform 
to the violation unscrupulously. Some 
years ago one of them had a right to wear 
a military uniform, and he has been the 
envy of all his successors since.—Adam 
Badeau in New York Sun.

Proposed Decimal System of Time. 


Professor Loudon’s proposed system of

ience arising from the continual use of 


| vulgar fractions and the use of symbols 


foreach unit inthe ordinary affairs of 
life; and, finaNy, that the time in hours 
and minutes, which for all practical pur- 
poses is sufficient, is indicated immedi- 
ately by the clock—this latter being con- 
sidered a specially important advantage, 
as by the present system, it is always es- 
sential to multiply by 5 in order to know 
the true time.—Frank Leslie’s Illustrated.

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FRENCH SLOWNESS AND RED-TAPISM 
Real Defect of the Breach Civil Service 
System—Personal Grievances. 

No system is so perfect but it has its re- 
verse side. This brings me to the.real de- 
fect of the French civil service system, 
which is slowness and red-tapism. No 
one who has not experienced it can imag- 
ine the tediousness of French official rou- 
tine. As farasIlcan determine it most 
of this is due to traditional usages and 
somewhat to national characteristics. 
For instance, “time is not money” to the 
Frenchman. He has an idea of business 
methods and precision, but none of busi- | 
hess dispatch with a view to personal ad- 
vantage. He does not care to make 
money if he has to do it inconveniently or 
in a hurry. Again, the Frenchman is 
brought up to discipline; he is accus- 
tomed to self-restraint in family and soci- 
ety, and submits contentedly to authori- 
tative regulations which guarantee him 
privileges as well as impose upon him ob- 
ligations. 

Whether this is soor not, itis certain 
that, in every situation and in every af- 
fair in which red-tapism and delay would 
enrage the American, the Frenchman 
awaits the slow turning of official cogs 
with astonishing equanimity. If is for 
this reason, perhaps, that the Frenchman 
makes noattempt to rectify a personal 
grievance by manifesting his indignation 
in the newspapers. The French people 
having no sympathy for sufferings of this 
description, and appeal to “outraged pub- 
lic opinion,” which does not exist, has no 
effect. 

In America it is quite different. Time, 
to the active business man, is money. 
If a govérnment official should mar 
his operations by making him wait, 
the offender would soon hear of it in sucha 
public manner as to endanger his place. 
Especially would this be the case in a 
civil service organization like that of the 
French, not open to the attacks of mere 
partisan journals.—Paris Cor. New York 
Times.
